N.a small Tract, entitled an Appeal to Scripture> or 
the Doctrine of the Godhead restored to its Primitive 
Simplicity, which I published in the beginning of the 
present year, I endeavoured to bring back the Doctrine 
of the Godhead to its original Dignity, as we find it ex- 
plained in the New Testament, and to destroy the long 
prevailing opinion of the Internal Generation and Pro- 
cession of the Son and Holy Ghost. I shall now pursue 
the inquiry into the Doctrine of the Divinity farther, 
and attempt, by an examination of the Bible, to establish 
fally the Unity of the Divine Nature. After this some 
remarks will follow on our Liturgy and Articles, which 
seem to require improvement and correetion. 

The Christian Futh delivered in the New Testament is 
this : there is qne God and Father of all, who is above 
all, and through all, and. in all: and there is one Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is one with the Father, and over all, 
God blessed for ever 5 who came down from Heaven to 
do the will of his Father, and was made Man, being 
begotten by the Holy Ghost of the Vii^ Mary^ He 
suflered and died for the Salvation of Man ; arose the 
third day fix)m the Dead, for bis Soul was not left in Hell, 
neither did' his Flesh see Corruption; ascended into 
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Heaven after forty days ; and sitteth for ever, to make 
intercession for us, at tfte right hand of God, who put- 
teth all things in subjection under his feet. At the last 
day he shall come in the Glory of his Father .to judge 
both the quick and the dead, and his Kingdom shall have 
no End. After his Ascension, the Promise of the Father, 
the Holy Ghost the Comforter, was sent by the Father 
in his Son's name to lead the Disciples iiito all truth, 
'sltid to'^tlctify iiirthbse that licliiBveirid dre baptized. 
Ihit 'Christian' Kiih is suihiiied up ih thefee >orib : 
'^;thereis biie^ody 'aiid 6ne Sjpirit, even ^s ye are (hailed 
in o6e'hojf)e tif yoii'r dtllingj one Lord, one Faith, one 
Baptism, bhe God • 'aiild 'Father of all, who is above all, 
tihd through Till, 'attd in ymt all. God was inanifest in 
IheFle^h, jiistifiedintheSf)iiit, seen of Angels,, preached 
tiiito tlie* Gentiles, bdie^^ed on in the World, redelved up 
iiito^Gloty; 'We^ite^'combianded to'be biiptizcd in the 
•ilafne Afthe ^ifather, arid 6f the Son, and df tlle'Holy 
Ghost, and to eat the* iflesh of Christ arid to drink his 
\B!odd in rfemeitfttatice of bis Death attd ^asaon 5 and 
following the' Gonfilriaridtriehts of Odd, \^re shall obtain 
forgiveness of our Sins, and inherit everlasting Life.'* 

That theire ' is one -Gbd, arid one Mediator 'between 
God arid'M^, the MSn CbrifetJ^us most Chriistians, 
Ib^ieve, VcilJidfcw; the Bible' thfbitghout the Old and 
"New TestariiWits tirirfortnly asserts %at there' is' But dne 
God; cbriccrmirig the bivine 'Nature hdwefver, whether 
the Father, the Wbrd, 'tind 'the Holy Ghost are' three 
Persons, 6rr)he, and the Satne' Being under three Names 
or Pdwers, there Is "a dlffertince of Spiiiibn. In this 
treatise I pi'irpb'se' to feX'atnine this point, drid ascertain 
which opinion coincides with the Doctrine of the Bible. 



^s this work is particularly addressed to ibe consideration 
«f the Clergy, and the quotations of Scripture will be 
numerous, I shall not think it necessary to point out 
the (ih^pter and verse of each, jas those v^ho are conver- 
sant with Scripture will easily refer to ihem either by 
ineim^ry or the help Of a Concordance. 

The «Unity of the Godhead is beyond controversy: it 
ako appears that there is but one Spirit^ and one Hypos- 
tasis or Person in the New Testament. We are not 
therefore authorised to say that there are three Persons in 
the God|aead. If we say there .are thcee Persons, we 
therciby make tiietn distinct, .and canscarcdy escape: the 
charge of holding three Spirits or tritheism, but in truth 
there is i>utone' Spirit* vG«d is aiSpirit, land theiLord is 
that 'Spirit, consequuitly tliey . are one and the same. It 
is the Father's own Spirit, tas we road jn; Scripture^ It will 
fxsur out of my : Spirit upon all Flesh; this spirit was 
dwelling and still ^dwells in his Son our Ix>rd Jesus 
Christ. tHe had i&ot a disdnct Spirit, ibr in- him dwel- 
leth all the fulness of the !Godhead>>and the Spipt is not 
given by' measure unto him, and he himsdf teaci'es us, 
tfie Father that dwelleih in me, rfae ^oeth t^ wortcs. He 
is ^dled hy Isi^ah, ^^ the mighty ^Ood, . the everiasting Fa- 
ther ;" and in the Revdattons we read ; ^^ I am lAlpha and 
' Omega, theSi^miingaiJd the End, which is, and whicii 
was^and whtdhisto come, the Ahni^ty.'' IntheEpis- 
' tie to the Hebrews he is represented as ^^ the brightness of 
Gdd's Glory, and the express Image of his Person ;" and 
•St* Paul, inhid'EpistletoTitus, writes ^' the appearing 6f 
the great God 'and our Saviour Jesus Christ.'* In the 
^ Book of Grenesis' God is represented saying, ^^ n^y Spirit 
dhall not 'always strive with -Man :'* in Isaiah we find. 
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** God and his Spirit hath sent me :'* in the Book of Jofc 
it 19 written, *« by his Spirit he hath garnished the 
Heavens:'* In the fourth chapter of the Acts of the 
Apostles this Prayer is recorded, *^ Lord, thou art God^ 
which hast made Heaven and Earth, and the Sea, and 
all that in them is : who by the Mouth of thy Servant 
David hast said, why did the Heathen rage, and the 
People imagine vain things ?'* and no difference here ap- 
peareth between the Father and the Prophetic Spirit. xSt. 
Paul says, '^ What man knowcth the things of man, 
save the Spirit of man that is in him ? even so the things 
of Godknoweth no man, but the Spirit of God." *Man 
and his Spirit are not two but one : God and his .Spirh 
are likewise one. We do not learn from the fiiUe that 
there ire three Persons in the Godhead, nor did the Apos* 
ties teach the Doctrine. St* Peter merely said unto those 
that were convinced of the truth of Christianity ; ^^ repent, 
and be baptized every one of you, in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of Sins, and ye shall receive the 
Gift of the Holy Ghost.'* St. Paul-questions the Disci- 
ples at Ephesus in these Words, ^^ have ye received the 
'Holy Ghost since ye believed ? and. they said unto hiw, 
we have not so much as heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost." And he said unto them, " unta what then 
were ye baptized ? and they said, unto John's Bap- 
tism." Then said Paul, ^^ John, verily baptized with 
the Baptism of Repentance, saying unto the People that 
they shoidd believe on him which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jesus. When they heard this, they 
were baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. And 
when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them." It is remarkable th^t nothing 
concerning a Trinity of Persons is mentioned in this 
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place, although the story is related so circumstantially ; 
moreover the Doctrine could not have been known to the 
Jew8> otherwise John the Baptist would have taught it, 
and then it could not have been unknown to these 
Disciples, who had not so much as heard, whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. In his Epistle to the Ro- 
mans St. Paul saith : '^ if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and believe in' thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved/^ Having thus examined the Scripture, lam incli- 
ned to bdieve that there is no real difference between the 
Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost in the Divine 
Nature^^ but that the three names of God allude to the 
three great powers and dipensations of the Father, in his 
Creation, Redemption, and Sanctification of Mankind : 
and that we are baptized in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, that we may there- 
by acknowledge the three glorious and gracious manifes- 
tations of the Power and Mercy of the Father, in these 
his three stupendous and marvellous Works. It Is not 
at all clear that Moses was instructed in the Doctrine of 
the Trinity, when he heard God saying unto him, ^^ I am 
the Grod of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob,'' for St. Peter in the Acts of the Apos- 
tles quotes this passage, and calls that Gpd, the God of 
their Fathers ; and the term used for God is in the singu- 
lar number : nor is it by any means certain that Isaiah^ 
who saw Christ's Glory, and spake of him, when he 
heard the Seraphim crying *^ Holy, Holy, Holy is the 
Lord of Hosts," believed in the Trinity. Both these 
inspired writers always inculcate the Unity of the God- 
head, and assert that there is but one God, nor can I 
believe that they entertained such a notion^ as a Trinity 
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of Persons in the Divine Nature^ but beUeved the pro«r 
niises of the Heavenly Father^ their Creator^ Redeemer, 
and Sanctifier* In Uie twelfth Chapter oi Si. Mark's 
Crospel, which i would seriously reconunend to the pe- 
fusal of aR^ who enter upon this queation, our Saviour 
hknsdf teaches U8> ^^ Hear^ O Israel ; the Lord our God 
iff one Lord,'' And the Scribe in a few verses after an- 
swers him : " Wdl^ Master^ thou hast said the truth : fof 
there is one God^ and there is none other but he : and to 
love bimwith all the hearty anid with all the understand* 
ing, and with sSi tiie soul^ and with ail the strength, and 
to love his neighbour as himself^ is mc^re tbaa^all whole 
burnt olSerings and sacrifices.'' And when Jesus saw 
that he answered discreetly, he said unto bim^ ^^ thou art 
not far from the Kingdom of God." I do not think that 
the Jews undeistood the Plural nanae of God in their 
Scripli^res^a conveying the idea of three Persqiis in one 
Gpodhead, since we find the conresponding word in the 
Septuagint> and^ wfaatis more to our purpose^ in the 
New Testament, in the singidar number. If any parti* 
cular meaning was intended to be conveyed by it, it i$ 
more probable, thai there was an alluston to the Father's 
ihiiee gracious Manifestations of bis Mercy to mankind^ 
or rise it included in the work of the Creation the Father, 
and the Word, in whose image man i» created* Whea 
we reflect that the Gospd is an improvement upon the 
law, that die New Testament is^planatory of all tlungSj 
which were obscurely shadowed in the Old Testament, 
and that our Sai^nr came to teach a perfect religion, we 
muHt conclude Aat the Doctrine of the Trinity is incor- 
rect, since neither the translation 'of the Hebrew plural 
noun, nor the Ipreaehing of our blessed Saviour, nor the 
general Doctrine of the New Testament arc in its Favour. 
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The Doctrine of the TrinUy cannot, I beliqve, be recon-r 
ciled to the Jewish opinions of the Deity, and the PxQ'^ 
cession of the Holy Ghost from the Futher and the Son 
divides the Eastern and Western Churcjhep 5 it wiy tb^re*- 
fore be of importance to inquire into tbese Subjects^ and 
ascertain on what foundation th^ r^U If they are not 
the Doctrines of the Bible^ their removal from the Creedf 
of Christians may facilitate the Union of the Greek and 
Latin Churches, and encourage the Jews to turn their 
£yes to the Goapel ot the Mea«ab, and so ba3ten that 
glorious and long wished for period^ wb<ni we shall b^ all 
one Fold under one Shepherds Jesus Christ our Bleas^d 
Lord and Saviour, and with one heart and jnouth gloriiy 
our Father, which is in Heaven; 

Si. Peter when he was sent to Cornelius by the Holy 
Ghost, infonnedbiabearersi tliat ^^ God anointed Jfsui of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with Power : who 
went about doing good^ and healing all that w^re pp-r 
pressed of the Devil ; for God was with him 1*' and St, 
Paul has written, *' God ^a$ manifest in the Flesh j" but 
they do not inform us that th^ Divinity of the Son ia 
distinct from the Divhuty of the Father. Indeed we 
rather infer the contrary from the eicclamatlpii of Jo^iia 
on the Cross^ '^ my God, my God, why bast thou for»» 
saken me V and bis assertion after his resurrections ^^ I 
ascend unto my Father and your Fatb4:r, and unto my 
God and your God/' W^ conclude Aat tb^i IBpirii pS 
the Father was in our i.ord Jesus CbriMj &r he himself 
in St. John's Gospel, Atuibuted aU bis power and migbty 
works to the Father, ^^ I can of mine ownaelf do bo» 
thing ; and^ the Father which dwelletb in me, he doeth 

■ j» 
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the worics. He sanctified not himself to be made an 
High Priest, but God even the Father of our Lord Jesus 
hath made him Lord and Christ. The ftilness of the 
Godhead the Spirit of the Father without measure was 
given him, who sitt^th at the right hand of the one great 
and Almighty God, and who will appear again to judge 
the World in the Glory of the Father. Our Saviour is 
God himself, Emmanuel, God manifest in the Flesh : 
Man foil of Grace and Truth, who is the Word, who is 
one with God, who in the Beginning was with God, and 
is God. The Spirit of the Father was given in portions 
to Moses and the seventy Elders, to Joshua, to Elijah 
and Elisha, and was poured out on the Disciples of 
Christ, and is given by Grod to them that ask him ; but 
on our Saviour rested all the fulness of the Spirit.*' 

In the Scriptures of the New Testament we read that 
*^ Christ our Mediator is the Beginning of the Creation of 
God, the First-bom of every Creature, that in all things 
he might have the pre-eminence, for the works were finish- 
ed before the foundation of the World." To this glori- 
ous being was delegated by the Father the Power of the 
Creation; ^' all things were made by him and for him, 
and he is before all things, and by him all things consist,: 
without him was not any thing made' that was made 5 and 
by him God made the Worlds." He was in the Begin- 
ning in the Bosom of his Father, and it appears not 
unreasonable to affirm, that through his glorious presence 
the Deity was revealed to Moses and the Prophets under 
the Old Worid, firom the Creation to the conclusion of 
Prophecy by Malachi. '^ -In the fulness of time this glo- 
rious King of Israel our Saviour, in whose Flesh God 
was manifest, being in the Form of God thought it not

robbery to be equal with God^ but made himself of no 
reputation, and took upon him the form of a Servant^ 
and was made in tlie likeness of Men : and being found 
in fashion as a Man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto Death, even the Death of the Cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every name : and he hath put 
all things under his Feet. But when he saith, all things 
are put under him, it is manifest that he is accepted^ 
which did put all things under liim. And when aU things 
shall be subdued imto him, then shall the Son also him* 
self be subject unto him that put all things under him^ 
that God may be all in all." It appeareth therefore that 
the Father has put his Spirit in his Son, the Mediator 
between God and Men, the Man Christ Jesus, and. that 
God even the Father is the one true God, and that there 
is none other but he« To us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we in him ; and one 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, and we by 
him. 

In this treatise the true Faith of the Bible^has, I trust, 
been ascertained, and.the Sense of Scripture rightly deli- 
vered. This explanation of Christianity appears simple, 
and free from the difficulties of the received Interpreta- 
tions, If our theory prove correct, the Doctrine of the 
Trinity, which staggers the Jew^.will be removed, and 
those opinions concerning Eternal Generaticm and Pre- 
cession laid aside, which have torn and miserably divided 
the Catholic Church. I now proceed to offer some re* 
marks on the. Liturgy and Articles of the Church of 
England, and to recommend some alterations, which ap- 
pear to be necessary. 
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InaH our itligions InstiUttiond we should be guided by 
the SftCA^ Wrttittg!^, aod ^ut Prayers and Supplications 
ilk&M ye cotilbitftable to the Language isf the Bible. 
The ffensai 'Of Prtyer, whith the Lord tlirected his Dis- 
d{^to me, ^hoiikl he Vhe nwodel of var Addresses to the 
A^dae Beitigi In ttie Atte o( Hie Apostles we find the 
pHy^at oftwjd up 10 Ood, and St. Stephen in bis last 
U M a w icrite pfayft t» his Divine Savioin*. In the Reveir- 
tfesttSt. Jdlin IS expressly commanded to ^confine his 
ww*ip ^ -Gted, «nd Kmtt Saviour says, ** him only shalt 
thwi ^etve.** hi cwr l*borgy thete seem to lye a few 
pi«siige»> whidh Mher deviate from this rute, which wW

» are 'parts wi ^niritevotions repeatijd very frequent- 

Instead of 
Ibe nwfse, **< Glory be to «lie Fatber^ «id to the Son^ 
midti»4ftieffdly Okosft, as it was in ^tbe Scgfaning, is 
licfw^ 'aad^verishrill he, WoiM without Knd, Amen,"* 
we might with more propriety^ in addressing one God, 
use these words, which are taken from the Revelations,

Father aftd the Holy Ghost^ be all Honour and Glory, 
world without End ;" or with the wordt^ ^ who liveth 
and reigneth with the Father and the Holy Gbustj ever 
one God World without End^'* should be altered and 
may conclude thus, " who sitteth at the ri^t htoid ct 
God for ever and ever. Amen." In the hymn which hU 
lows the first lesson of the morning service, this alteration 
is proposed, '^ The Father of an infinite Majesty. We 
bdJiihre in thy true and only Son. Also in thy Holy 
Ghost, the Comforter." The verse, ** We theriefore 
pray thee," may be thus corrected, ^* We pray thee, O 
God, hdip thy Servants, whom thou hast redeemed with 
tby Son's most precious Blood." The next bymnshould 
be taken away from the Liturgy, as it is very seldom, or 
nerer read, and is an extract from the ApocryjfAial Scrip* 
tures, which the Church of England does not acknow- 
le%e as of audiofity in matters of Faith. In my. last 
piiMtcation I recommended the omianon of the Atha- 
i»8ian Creed : if our pnesent theory is correct, there is 
stiTl fuather reason for rgecting it, «s it may suit a TrU- 
ntty, but not the Unity <rf' the Godhead. From the 
Litany I woidd expunge the Sd, dd, and 4th clauses, or 
aher them according lo the impro^i:^iient soggbsted in the 
Appeal to Scripture, but it may be more prudent periiaps 
1» t>mit them ebttvcJly • in ihe following clause we had 
beHer read, ^ whom ^hou liasi redeemed by thy Son's 
mostf^Mcioas Blood." The lltbsoid Idth dauses may 
be "Aus imrpreved, « by the Mystery of thy Son's Holy 
Itrcamation ; by his Holy Nativity and Circumcision ; 
by *his Baptism, ' Fasting, and Temptadcm :-^y his 
Agony and Bloody Sweat ; by his Cross and Passion } by 
hts precious Death and Burisd ; by bis glorioils Be- 
surrection and Asseation ; anc} by the coming of the 
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Holy Ghost.'- ' Instead of ^^ Son of God, we bc&eech 
thee to hear us, &c.'* we may pray thus, *^ O Lord 
Jesus, we beseech thee to hear us. God our Saviour, 
who pardonest . the Sins of the World ; grant us thy 
Peace, O God our Saviour, who pardonest the Sins of 
the World ; haye Mercy upon us. O Lord, hear us :" 
and proceed immediately to the Lord's Prayer. After- 
wards where the words ** Christ and 5on of David*' are 
used, we may thus make an alteration, '^ from our Ene- 
mies defend us, O Lord." "O Lord Jesus, have 
mercy upon us." ^^ Both now and ever vouchsafe to 
hear us, O Lord." *^ Graciously hear us, O Lord." 
^f Graciously hear us, O God our Saviour.*' In the 
Prayer for fair weather, and the Thanksgiving for the 
sanle, instead of the words ^^ Plague and Plague of im- 
moderate Rain," I would insert, '^ Punishment of Rain." 
The Collect for the 3d Sunday in Advent, may be thus 
improved, ^^ O Lord Jesus, who at thy first coming, 
didst send thy Messenger to prepare thy way before thee ; 
grant that the Ministers and Stewards of thy Mysteries 
may likewise so prepare and make ready thy Way, by 
turning the hearts of the disobedient to the wiedom of 
the just ; that at thy second coming to judge the World, 
we may be found an acceptable people in thy sight, who 
livest and reignest our God and Saviour, for ever and 
ever. Amen." The Collect for St. Stephen's Day 
should also conclude thus, " to thee, O Blessed Jesus, 
who art our Lord and our God for ever and ever. Apen." 
The end of the Collect for the 6th Sunday after the 
Epiphany requires qorrQction, and may be improved 
thus,. ^^ in his glorious Kingdom, where he shall reign 
f(^r. ever and ever. Amen." Th|e Collect fpr the Ist Suii- 
day in Lent ought, to ;be alte;red, and rea4 thus, " O 
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God, who for our sake didst send thy Son to fast forty 
Days and forty Nights, give us grace to use such absti- 
nance, that our Flesh being subdued to the Spirit, we 
may ever obey thy godly motions, in righteousness and 
true holiness, to thy Honour and Glory, throu^ oUr 
lK)rd Jesus Christ. Amen.'* At the end of the first 
Collect for Good-Friday, we may use these words, 
" who is now' exalted to be a Prince • and a Sariotiry and 
shall reign for ever and ever." The word Trinity I ob- 
jected to in my last publication : the Collect for the 
Sunday called Trinity Sunday may be thus corrected^ 
*^ Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, who hast re- 
deemed us with the precious Blood of thine only Son, 
and givest the Holy Spirit to them that ask thee i we 
beseech thee that thou wouldst keep us stedfast in the true 
Faith of thy Gospel, and ever more defend us from all 
adversities; who livest and reignest, one God, world 
without end. Amen.'* The Collect for the Presentation 
of Christ may be improved, *^ Almighty and everlasting 
God, we humbly beseech thy Majesty, that as thy only 
Son, begotten of the Virgin Mary, was presented," &c. 
In the Cbmmunion Service, the 2d and 3d Divisions of 
the Nicene Creed, which belong to the Divine Nature, 
should be expressed in the Language of Scripture, ^^ and 
in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only Son of God, who 
is the Brightness of his Glory, and the express Image* of 
his Person, who in the Beginning was with God, and 
was God, by whom all things were made, &c. I be- 
lieve in the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, who is the 
Spfrit of Truth, the Spirit of him who raised up Christ 
from the Dead, who spakeby the Prophets, &c." From 
the Prayer for the whole State of Christ's Church, I 
wouW expimge the words, ^* to accept our Alms and ob- 
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1ationg>'' as they are too insignificant to be the subjectf 
of Prayer, and the words, *^ especially to this congrega- 
tion here present," since the sam^ petition is offered up 
m a multitude of congregations nearly at the same time, 
and die former part of the sentence, in Which the words 
are included, is more consistent with Christie Benevo- 
lence* In the exhortation at the time of the celebration 
of the Communion, we might read! these words, ^' And 
above all things ye must give most hiuuble and hearty 
thanks to God our Heavenly Father, for the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, and for the Redemption, &c.'' and near 
the end make this improvement, <^ For these great mer- 
cies ther^ore, let us give (as we are most bounds) to 
XHur Heavenly Father continual thanks, submitting," &c, 
Aq alteration is requisite in the Preface upon the Feast 
of Trinity alone, *^ who art the only true God, who hast 
displayed thy mercies in sending thy Son into the world 
for our redemption, and pouring upon mankind thy Gift 
of the Holy Ghost. Thou, O God, art our Saviour 
and redeemer : thou art God alpne.'^ The word Trinity 
should be removed, and this Simday and the rest might 
be named Umty Sunday or. Salvation Sunday, and the 
Sundays aft^r Unity or Salvation. At the conclusion of 
the Devotions which follow the Lord's Prayo^j this cor- 
rection may appear preferable to the present words, 
^^ tbjx>ii^h thy Son Jesus Christ, whom thou hast set at 
thy right hand, far above all principality and power for 
ever and €ver. Amen," The next part of our Address to 
God, which is partly a Thanksgiving and partly a 
Prayer, would be greatly improved by being uniform 
throughout ] an alter^^ion of the second part is thus r-e* 
commended, "glory be to thee, O Lord Jesus, who 
hast saved and delivered us from Iniquity; glory be 
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unto thee, who hast redeemed us from Deaths and ran* 
somed us from the Power of the Grave : for thou, O 
Lord, art Holy, thou, O our Saviour, art the Lord ; 
thou, O Lord, art King of Kings and Lord of Lord8> 
die mighty God, the everlasting Father, the Prince of 
Peace. Great and marvellous are thy Works, Lord God 
Almighty 5 just and true are thy ways, O King of Saints. 
Who shall not fear thee, OLord, and glonfy thy Name ? 
for thou only art holy : for all Nadons shall come and 
worship before thee : for thy Judgements are made mani- 
fest/' The conclusion of die Blessing may be thus cor* 
rected, ^^ and the Blessing of God Almi^ty, the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, be amongst you, and remdn 
with you always. Amen/' In the Public Baptism of 
Infants, and the other Forms of BapUsm, the words 
'^ only begotten Son '' are found among the Articles of 
the Creed. In these and all other Places^ where they are 
used, it is of consequence to alter them, and insert ^'only 
Son,'" lest the opinion of Eternal Generation should 
agiun corrupt the Faith; the conception by the Virgin 
Mary follows immediately after, therefore the word be- 
gotten is by no means wanted. In the Prayer immedi- 
ately before the act of Baptizing, we may read ^' receive 
of the fulness of thy Grace,'' and make this alteration in 
the three Forms of Baptism. Afier the Creed m the 
Catechism, the Answers may be thus improved : second- 
ly, '^ diat he hath sent his Son to redeem me, and all 
mankind : thirdly, ^^ that he bath sent his Holy Spirit 
to sane me, and all the people of God.'^ We may also 
correct the Answers near the conclusion concerning the 
Lord^ Si pper, ^^ The Body and Blood of Christ, which 
are spiritually taken by the faithfiil in the Lord's Sup<» 
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per/' ^^ the strengthening and refreshing of our Souls 
by the Spirit of Christy as our Bodies are by ihe Bre»d 
and Wine/' At the end of the Confirmation, ^' the 
Grace of oiir i-.ord Jesus Christ, and the Love of God, 
and 4}ie Fe^wship of the Holy Ghost be with you aH 
evennofe,'' i« a sentence superior to the present Blessing. 
In the sotejpnization of Matrimony, it may be proper to 
correct the word^ of the Man when he places the Ring, 
^ with this Ring I thee wed, and over my Body I give 
thee Power, and with aH my worldly Goods I tfaee en- 
dow/' the tenaa ^^ worship" had better be omitted. 
The next Prayer should begin tbus, ^* Almighty God the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the giver of his 
Holy Spirit, bless, preserve, &c.'* In the second sen- 
tence of the Visitation of the Sick, we should read these 
words, ^ redeemed with tliy Son's most precious Blood." 
After the 7 1st Psalm in this service, this may be inserted, 
*' O God, the Saviour of the Worfd, wbo by the Cross 
and precious Blood of thy beloved Son hast redeemed us ; 
sa^ us, and help us, we humbly beseech thee, in the 
name of thy Son Jesus Christ. Amen." In the Forms 
of Prayer to be used at Sea, the short Prayers in respect 
of a Storm may be thus improved, ^^ Tbou, O Lord, 
that stillest the R^ng of the Sea, hear, hear us, and 
savers, 'diat we perish not. O 'God our Saviour^ who 
alone canst preserve us from the Perils <^ the Sea, hear 
us, and save us, we beseech thee. Hiou, O Lordj at 
thy word canst make the Storm to cease, «o that the 
Waves thereof may be still. Driver us, O Gbd our Fa- 
ther ; spare tis, O God of our Salvation;" The last 
Prayer may thus conclude, ^^ through Jesus Christ our 
Lord, in whose Name as for all ^ Mercies^ so in par- 
ticular for this Victory and peliverance, we ascribe unto 
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thee all Honour and Glory^ world without end»'^ In 
the Form, of Prayer for the ordering of Deacons^ the 
Bishop's Examination may be thus altered^ ^^ have yoa 
so resolved to devote your Life to God and his Gospel^ 
that you can. trust the Holy Spirit will guide you in this 
OfEce and Ministratidn^ and enable you to serve God^- 
Sec/' '^ Dp you declare that you have piously and con* 
scientiously prepared yourself^ to the best of your powefj 
according to the will of our Lord Jesus Christy and the 
due order of this ReaJm^ for the Ministry of the 
Church." Answer: '* I do d6clar^ it.'* Ih tb^Bishop'^ 
Exhortation^ «i^hich follows^ wfe reai, ^' and to read 
Holy Scriptures and Homilies:" the HomiFies may well 
be omitted, since the readifig 6f thdn in Churches isj 
I believe, completely laid a^ide^ and in the present age' 
unnecessary. Instead of the ttyHiii^i itt tlwf Fdrrili of 
Prayer for the ordering 6f Priesto atld C6nii<Scrttion 6f 
Bishops, which ait: little suited to the dignity dhd^tett* 
nity of the occasion, cither the following Pikyet^ or 
some other, which the rulers of the Church may compose 
and approve of^ miglit be introduced^ *[0 God, who hast 
promised to give thy Hojy Spirit to them that ask in thy 
Son's Name, pour down we beseech thee the Holy 
Ghost on .these thy Servants, who implore thi^ blessing. 
Inspire them with thy true and heaveply Wisdom : lead 
them into all Truth : comfort tliem in dl their THbulati- 
ons : and succour them in all difficulties and Temptations, 
which they may endure for thy Gospel* And grant that 
with a pure Heart and good Conscience they may labour 
to declare thy Glory, and publish thy good tidings of Sal- 
vation : and let thy Truth pTttsper by their ministration. 
Accept, OLord, fhe^fe our Supplications, and grant these

our Requests^ which we now offer up to thee in the 
name and through the mediation of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesits Christ. Amen/'

I now proceed to offer some Remarks on the Articles of 

the Church of En^and. The Title of the first Article 

should be altered, and the terms selected chiefly from the 

Bible. 

Of Faith in one God. 

There is but one living and true God, Everlasting, 
Spiritual, of infinite Power, Wisdom, and Goodness; 
the maker and preservjier of all things, both visible and 
invisible. He, our Heavenly Father, sent his Son Jesus 
Christ for the Redemption of Mankind, and gtveth his 
Holy Spirit, the Holy Ghost the Comforter, to those 
who believe in the Gospel, and by bis Son hath com- 
manded all Nations to be baptized in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

3* Of the Word of God, who was made very Man.' 

The Word, who in the Begiiming was with God, and 
was God, was made Flesh, and came down firom Heaven, 
and took upon him the form of a Servant, and was made 
in the likeness of Men, being conceived in the Virgin 
Mary by the Holy Ghost. He, the only Son of God, 
the Mediator between God and Meif, the Man Christ 
Jesus, truly suffered, was crucified, dead, and buried, 
to reconcile us to God, and to be a sacrifice, not only for 
original guilt, but also for the actual Sins of Men. 

3. Of the going down of Christ into Hell. 
As Christ died for us^ and was buried, so also it is to 
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be believed that hi« Soul was not left in Hell, neither did 
his Fie$b see Conuption. 

Of the Resurrection of Christ. 

Christ did truly rise, again from Deaths and took 
again his. Body, with Flesh and Bones; and ascended 
into Heaven; and there sitteth at the right Hand of 
God ; and he will come again to judge all Men at the 

last Day. 

5. Of the Sujkiency of the Holy Scriptures for Salva^ 

tion. 

Holy Scripture containeth all things necessary to Sal* 
vation: so that whatsoever is not read therein, nor may 
be proved thereby, is not to be required of any Man, 
that it should be believed as an Article of Faith, or be 
thought requisite to Salvation* In the name of the Holy 
Scripture wexlo understapd thoae Canonical Books of the 
Old and New Testament, whose authority has been wdl 
established in the Church.

. t Ori^n^Siii stsoid^h not in the following of Addtm $ 
bnt it 1^ tAe t*ault slfarf Cortviption of the Nature of every 
Man^ that naturally is eifgendered of the offspring of 
Adam, .wihereby Maii is very far gone from original 
Righteousness, ' ahd is of his oWn Nature inclined to EVil^ 
so that the Flesh, lustcth agaiilst the Spirit ; and therefore 
in ^vefy Person bqm intb ilri3 Worlds it.deserveth Grod's 
Wrath 4aiA Datiitlieitidh. Atid this tiif^otida of Nature 
d©ih tdtfrain y yea. In thfein that are regenetdted ; so that 
the Law in their Members warreth against the Law of 
their Mibd, atid bringbth them into captivity to th^ Law 
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of Sin, which is in their Members. Although there is 
no condemnation to them who are in Christ Jesus^ who 
walk after the Spirit ; yet if we live after the Flesh, we 
shall die. 

9. Of Free mil. 
The Words of this ArUcle need not be altered. 

10. Of Faith and IVorks. 

Instead of the two ArUcles on Justification and good 
Works, I have formed one Article, idiich comprehends 
both sutyects ; and as F«A and Works are generally 
kjspt distinct in controversial wridngs widiout reason, I 
have thought it right to join them ; since 4;hey are inti- 
. mately connectedin Scripture, and both are to be attended 
to in working out our Salvation. 

He that bdieveth and is baptised shall be saved, but 
he that bdieveth not shall be condemned. Without 
£ulli it as impossible to please God. By Grace we aie 
saved through Faith ; and thatnot of oursdves; it is the 
gift of God : not of Worksj lest any Man should bSast. 
But wilt thou know, O vain Man, that Faith without 
Wpiks is dead i for without Holiness no Man shall see 
God. To do good and to distribute forget not, for with 
sueh Sacrifices God is well pleased. Though, says St. 
Pkid, ^^ I have all Faith, so that I could remove Moun- 
tains, aqd have not Cliarity, I am nothing.*' , 

II* Of Works before Justification. 

Works done before the Grace of Christ, and the In- 
spiration of his Spirit, are not pleasant to God, foras- 
TornxdUi. as they spring not of Faith in Jesus Christ ; yea^ 
rtih^, /or that th^y are not done as God hath willed and 
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commanded them to be done, we doubt not but they havi^ 
the Natnre of Sin. ' 

12. Of Works of SupererogcUion. 
No correction is wanted in this Article. 

13^. Of Christ alone withoiU Sin. 
14. (y Sin after Baptism. 
These two Articles may remain unchanged. 

15, Of Eternal Life. 

The Article of Predestination is by some^ I believe 
reckoned rather calvinistical^ to take away that chai^ 
j&cto our Articles, and to express the Doctrine of die Bi- 
"ble, I have chosen in this place texts of Scriptures only^ 
and have taken a different title. 

He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved ; and 
whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. Christ our Passover is sacrificed for us, and is 
the propitiation for our Sins, and not for ours only, but 
«lso for the Sins of ther whole World. The Lord hath no 
pleasure in the death of him that dieth, but willeth that 
all men should be saved, and come to the knowledge of 
the Truth. . By the Righteousness of one the Free Gift 
came upon aH men for Justification of Life. He that 
soweth to the Flesh shall of the Flesh reap corruption, 
but he that soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
Life Everlastii^g : for God will render to every man 
according to his tieedi ; to them, who by patient conti- 
nuance in welt doing seek for Glory and Honour and 
Immortality, Eternal Life : but unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the Truth, but obey Unrighte- 
ousness, Indignation and Wrath, Tribulation and An-

guiah upou every aoul of man that doeth evil, of the 
Jew first, and also of the Gentile ; but Glory, Honour 
and Peace to every man that worketh good, to the Jew 
first, and also to the Gentile : for there is no respect of 
Persons with God* 

16. Of obtaining Eternal Salvation anlif by the Name 

of Christ. 

I prefer beginning this Article thusc *^ they are igno- 
rant of God's Righteousnessji who presume to say, 8cc/' 

17. Of the Church. 
The last sentence, " as the Church of Jerusalem, 
*^c." may as well be omitted. 

18. Of the Authority of the Church; 
This Article appears to be correct. 

19. Of the Authority of General Councils. 
This Artiele also may remain unchanged* 

JO. Of Purgatory. 

The Doctrine concerning Pulsatory, Pardons, Worship- 
ping and Adoration of Images and Reliques, and the 
Invocation of Saints is repugnant to the word of God« 

91. Of Ministering in the Congregation. 

It is not lawfiil for any Man to take upon him the 
Office of public Preaching, or ministertng" the^Sacra- 
ments in the Congregation, before he be lawfully ordained 
to execute the same; And those we ought to judge law- 
fully orduned, which be chosen io this work by Men 
who have public Authonty given unto them^ to ordain 
Ministers in the Church. 
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82. Of speaking m the Congregation in such a Tongue 

as the People understandeth. 

It is plainly repugnant to the Scripture^ to have public 
Prayer in the Churchy or to minister the Sacraments in 
a Tongue which the People do not understand. 

S3. Of the Sacraments. 

Sacraments ordained of Christ be not only badges or 
tokens of Christian Mens' Profession ; but rather they 
be certain sure witnesses^ and effectual signs of grace^ 
and God's good-will towards us^ by the which he doth 
work invisibly in us^ and doth not only quicken^ but 
also strengthen and confirm our Faith in him* 

There are only two Sacraments ordained of Christ our 
Lord in the Gospel^ that is to say^ Baptism^ and the 
Supper of the Lord. 

Those five, by som&called Sacraments, Confirmation. 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and extreme Unction, 
are not to be counted .for Sacraments of the Gospel, nor 
thought equal to the two special Institutions of oiur Sa- 
viour. 

The latter part of this Article I omit, « as the first 
sentence is found nearly in same meaning at the end of 
28th Article, and the second sentence corresponds with 
the 29th Article. 

24. Of the Unworthiness of the Ministers^ which hifi^ 
ders not the Effect of the Sacraments. 

This Article wants na amendment. 

25. Of Baptism, 

The words may remain the same.

26. Of the Lcyrd^s Supper. 

The Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of the I^ove 
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\YiAt ' Christians ought to baye among themselves one t6 
another : but rather is a Sacrament of our Redemption 
by Christ's Death : insomuch that to such as rightly^ 
worthily, and with Faith receive the same^ the Bread;^ ^ 
St. Paul says^ ^' which we break is the Communion of 
the Body of Christy and likewise the cup of Blessing 
which we bless is the Communion of the Blood of 
Christ/^ ^* .» 

Transubstantiation (or the change of the Substaqpe of 
Bread and Wine in the Supper of the Lord) is repu|pant 
to the plain words of Scripture. The words that I speak 
unto you, .saith our Saviour, they are Spirit, and they 
are Life; 

The rest of the Article may remaih unaltered. 

27. Of the Wickedy who do not eat the Flesh and drink 
t}i£ Blood of Christy in the Use of the Lord's Supper f. , 

In the Lord's Supper, he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth. and drinketh Condemnation to him- 
self^ not discerning the Lord's Body. For this Cause 
many are weaH< and sickly among you, and many sleep. 
For if we would judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged.

^5. Of a Christian Man's Oath. 

This Article doth not appear inconsistent with Christi- 
anity ; w& are oalled unto Liberty, but we must do all 
things to the Glory of God, decently and in order. 

I regret much, that it is necessary to take notice uf 
t^'O absurd and superstitious customs which some people 
adopt, of turning towards the £^st in rehearsing the 
Ai^icks of the Creeds, and bowing to the Altar after re« 
cciving the Sacrament. It is the solemn and bounden 
duty of every Christian to abstain from every thhig 
which has the slightest appearance of Idi^atry, and ne- 
ver to have respect in his Devotions to any particular 
place of the Lord's House, but to worship God in Spirit 
and in Truth. Pictures and Sculptures in Churches are 
dangerous, since they are seldom admired without some 
feeling of awe and respect, which may lead insensibly to 
superstition. Chanting the Prayers does not appear to 
partake of that solemnity, which is due to the Supreme 
Being ; but our voice should be guided by the feeling of 
our hearts, and ought to be free from the dull monotony 
which is at present heard in choirs. The Hynms, 
Psalms, a!id Responses may be chanted, and the music 
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irf iw Ulhcifail may 1^ of uic to Miiii^t* 01^ ki 
our Addresses to Ood, but Ae Pfaycrt aud o&er parti rf 
tbe Service shwW be lead ia a vaUMial, dignified, and

Ih^i^^, and for Fowders of Societies, and Benpfiuitora 
fa general tenas ; &r it is writtea, ^^ God is Ui Heaasa^ 
and ti^oa uppa ^tiki tbereibine let thy Words be fear.'^ 

T^ (^Inw pbnceraiag tiie Deity, adiieh I have 
l^op^ in tbis Treati^e, appears inconsbteat with that 
vrbic^b is d<iliv^red ia $bfi» Appeal to Scnptuie. In that 
y^pffc a^y chief ^x» ymm 4P remove the Dootriaes pf Eter- 
n^ <^enaifQH and I^QcesiiiQa^ and at dot time the 
(Jni^ of tbfi Pivine Nature, as it is notw explained, did 
not ^agage oiy aUention. But in eonsidering aftorwaids 
xa^^'e carPi^Uy tb^ S^Hplure Doctrine of the Divinity, I 
was lead to conclude that the Unity of tbe Godhead is 
auch as I have represented it in this Treatise. In Isaiah 
we read ^t I am the Eord, that is my name, and my Glo-> 
ry will I not give to another. Before me there was no

When true 
BeBgion and Obedience -to the Laws of God prevail ia 
thc'Worid, then we may expect that God will bless his 
people, and that the happiness of mankind will increase. 
Thesd are objects which 'we should all be anxious to pro- 
mote.- .The judgements which seem ready to fall on the 
%mgodly'"^liien> who: by the mischief of their vain and 
impious jDoctinies haye : brought such disasters of late 
upon mankind,, may perhaps open tke eyes of all people ^ 
to the sure ways of peace on earth and good-will to- 
wards men*,': to the glory of God. Let this nation set 
th^ example: of submission under the mighty hand of 
God, that he. may exalt us in due time, and let us cdh- 
staiitly pray, that among all oth^r nations the true Doc- 
trines. of Christianity may speedily flourish, and the 
earth may be fiHed with the knowledge of the glory of 
the Lord* ^*^Then.the Lord shall be King in all the earth, 
and in that day there shall be one Lord, and his Name
